MILITARY hospitals in the town- 
ships of regions and states pro- 
vide medical treatments to the 
people to solve their difficulties 
in healthcare services. A total of 
75,088 outpatients and 4,069 in- 
patients reached these hospitals 
from 5 February to date. 

Senior medical experts, 
medics and nurses have con- 
ducted 3,426 major operations 
and 1,825 minor operations. The 
senior doctors treat severe cas- 
es. These hospitals managed for 
the birth of 4,848 babies, while 
4,848 pregnant women were 
taken to the respective military 
hospitals. 

Officials from the respec- 
tive commands also provided the 
patients with foods, and medial 
workers were provided cash as- 
sistance.

Pyawbwe township, Kyauktaga 
Public Hospital, Donzayit hospi- 
tal in Shwegyin Township, Bago 
Region and Latpadan township 
hospital.

Press release on findings from investigation into Daw Khin Kyi Foundation 


DAW KHIN KYI Foundation, 
chaired by Daw Aung San Suu 
Kyi, was established with six 
members in 2013, and since 
January, and it is found that 
from January 2013 to January 
2021, US$7,900,647.71 (over 
US$7.9 million) had flowed into 
the foundation’s three foreign 
currency accounts with the do- 
nations from foreign NGOs and 
INGOs including US1.5 million 
(over 900,000 Pound sterling) 
from RBC Trustees (UK) from 
England, and over US$ 1.5 mil- 
lion (22 million yuan) from Yun- 
nan International Non-Govern- 
ment Organization (YINGOs) 
of China, and the donations 
from companies and private 


donors including the Suu Foun- 
dation in the US, Mongolia, the 
Czech Republic, South Korea, 
Japan, Italy, Turkey, Singapore, 
India, New Zealand and Tai- 
wan. Over US$6.8 million have 
been withdrawn, and over US$1 
million is kept saving. 

During that period, a total 
of over K36.7 billion donated by 
51 donors at home and abroad 
has flowed into 13 Myanmar 
currency accounts. Of them, 
over K30.6 billion were with- 
drawn, and over K6.04 billion is 
still kept in savings now. 

Besides, over K17.8 million 
are found in total at the foun- 
dation’s eight bank accounts at 
the Myanma Economic Bank 


(Kawhmu), the Cooperatives 
Bank (CB), the Ayeyawady 
Bank (AYA), the United Amara 
Bank-UAB and the KBZ Bank. 

Regarding the spending, it 
is found that over K3.71 billion 
were spent on the construction 
of buildings and other related 
facilities built by Thiha Minswe 
Company for La Yaung Taw 
Horticultural Training Acad- 
emy in Nay Pyi Taw, includ- 
ing the cost for 101.33 acres 
for HTA building and related 
facilities, and 23.855 acres of 
practical plantation. 

The Daw Khin Kyi Founda- 
tion hired the land and build- 
ing at No. 60, Takatho Yeiktha 
Road, Bahan Township, of the 


Yangon Region Government 
at K1.5 million per month for 
a five-year contract from 22 
January 2019 to 21 January 
2024 and opened its head of- 
fice there. 

According to the Union 
Auditor-General Office, if the 
hire of the land and building for 
the foundation in Yangon is cal- 
culated following the standards 
and taxation for the 2018-2019 
financial year of the Internal 
Revenue Department, the hire 
of the land and building causes 
a loss of K2.607 billion per year. 
Similarly, if the hire of land and 
building is calculated at the 
rate of the private real estate 
businesses in March 2021, the 


hire causes a loss of K1.4 billion 
per year. 

When a fee for the hire 
of land or building is decid- 
ed, the cost shall be set at a 
street value in an area where 
a state-owned land and build- 
ing is located, but the fee cal- 
culated at a street value rate 
can be underestimated if the 
hire of a project is considered 
priorities for the development 
of the country’s economy and 
investment, said a directive of 
the Office of President in 2018. 
However, it is found that the 
directive is not concerned with 
a non-governmental or social 
organization.

3. The Union Election Commission has inspected the withdrawal/receipt/use/remaining of ballot papers used for Pyithu Hluttaw Election of Pazundaung, Hline, Kamayut, 
Dagon and Seikkyi/Khanaungto townships in Yangon Region, together with the respective township election sub-commission, head of police force, Immigration and 
Population and administrator according to the Hluttaw Election Law Section 53.

THE Ministry of Agriculture, 
Livestock and Irrigation held 
the meeting on drinking water 
supply in water-scarce villages 
in Summer yesterday morning 
in accordance with the health 
guidelines in Nay Pyi Taw. 

At the meeting, Union Min- 
ister for Agriculture, Livestock 
and Irrigation U Tin Htut Oo 
said the current availability of 
drinking water in Myanmar is 
over 77% at present. However, 
due to climate change, the low 
amount of rainfall, depletion 
of water in lakes due to rising 
temperature, summer water 
scarcity may continue. He dis- 
cussed plans for short-term and 
long-term activities and issues 
that need to be addressed im- 
mediately and planned to use 
the solar system in distributing 
waters in regions and states.

Last summer, 394 villages 
were expected to face water 
shortages. In practice, water 
was distributed to 347 villages 
in a timely manner. It is esti- 
mated that there will be about 
300 summer water scarcity vil- 
lages this year, and information 
has been collected in advance 
and connected to villages by 
mobile phone. During the cur- 
rent fiscal year, 1,981 rural 
water supply projects will be 
implemented, benefiting about 
1.4 million people in 1,932 villag- 
es.—MNA

At that time, I gave a 
black envelope which includes 
USD100,000 to Daw Aung San 
Suu Kyi for Daw Khin Kyi Foun- 
dation in front of the families of 
U Kyaut San and U Hla Myo. 

Also, in 2019, I gave a

black envelope which includes 
USD150,000 to Daw Aung San

In February 2020 again, I gave 
USD50,000 to Daw Aung San

her. There were no witnesses 
in those cases. 

According to his words, 
he gave a total of $550,000 to 
Daw Aung San Suu Kyi, Chair

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Manutacturing exports fall by $1.64 bln as of 5 March 


EXPORTS of finished industrial goods 
drastically fell to US$3 billion between 
1 October and 5 March in the current 
financial year 2020-2021, a severe drop 
of $1.64 billion compared with the cor- 
responding period of the previous FY, 
according to the Ministry of Commerce. 

As per the ministry figures, the 
exports of finished industrial goods 
totalled $4.68 billion during the same 
period in the 2019-2020FY. 

Myanmar’s manufacturing sector 
is largely concentrated in garment and 
textiles produced on the Cutting, Mak- 
ing, and Packing basis, contributing to 
the country’s GDP to a certain extent. 

Myanmar’s garment export dropped 
by over 25 per cent as of the first quar- 
ter of the current FY compared with a 
year-ago period on the back of a slump in 
demand by the European Union market, 
the Ministry of Commerce stated. 

Myanmar’s garment industry has 


been facing challenges such as raw 
material supply disruption and orders’ 
cancellation amid the pandemic. Addi- 
tionally, the current political conditions 
would drag down the sector, a market 
observer shared his opinion. 

At present, the CMP garment fac- 
tories temporarily shut down and left 
thousands of workers unemployed. 

Myanmar mainly exports CMP gar- 
ments to markets in Japan and Europe 
and the Republic of Korea, China, and 
the US. 

The garment sector is among the 
prioritized sectors driving up exports. 
The CMP garment industry has emerged 
as a promising one, with preferential 
trade from Western countries. Yet, the 
country’s current political changes are 
likely to aggravate the garment industry, 
traders stressed. 

Myanmar’s garment factories oper- 
ate under the CMP system, and those 


engaged in this industry are striving to 
transform CMP into the free-on-board 
(FoB) system. As the factories cannot 
enter into a contract for FoB, Own De- 
sign Manufacturing (ODM) and Own 
Business Manufacturing (OBM), the in- 
come is limited, according to the MGMA. 

According to data from the Minis- 
try of Commerce, exports of garments 
manufactured under the cut-make-pack 
(CMP) system were valued at US$4.798 
billion in the last financial year 2019- 
2020. 

Although the sector is struggling 
due to the cancellation of order from 
the European countries and suspension 
of Western countries’ trade during the 
pandemic, export values rose in the 
previous FY (1 October 2019-30 Sep- 
tember 2020). 

The export value of CMP garments 
was only $850 million in the 2015-2016FY, 
but it has tripled over the past two FYs. 


In the 2016-2017FY, about $2 billion was 
earned from exports of CMP garments. 
The figure increased to an estimated 
$2.5 billion in the 2017-2018FY and $2.2 
billion in the 2018 mini-budget period 
(from April to September). It tremen- 
dously grew to $4.6 billion in the 2018- 
2019FY, according to the Commerce 
Ministry. 

Since an outbreak like COVID-19 
might happen in the future, it is nec- 
essary to prepare for a sufficient raw 
materials supply. That being so, the 
public and private sectors will cooperate 
in setting up the supply chain on our own 
sources, including weaving, knitting, 
dyeing, and sewing factories. 

The MGMA has more than 500 
members and garment factories in My- 
anmar, employing more than 400,000 
workers. Investors prefer to invest in 
countries with inexpensive labour, such 
as Myanmar. -- KK/GNLM

Prepare for 
strong wind 
season 


HE beginning of the windy season will see a return of 
gale-force winds in the evenings in March and April, the 


first two months of our summer season. 

The Meteorology and Hydrology Department has issued 
strong wind in the whole country during March and April and 
urged the people to be aware of strong wind, with gusts ranging 
35-45 km mph. 

The weather bureau has stated that during March and April, 
isolated rains or thundershowers are likely in the afternoons 
or evenings, accompanied by strong winds, hail, thunder, and 
lightning, due to convective clouds created by gradually rising 
day temperatures across the country. 

Gale-force winds hit parts of Myanmar every year, destroy- 
ing homes, toppling trees, and causing fatalities and injuries. 
Most areas across the coun- 
try have experienced strong 
winds during the day due to 
high temperatures. 

Hence, people should 
take “full precautions” in the 
evenings and take “necessary 
action” to protect themselves 
and their property. 

Besides, people need to 
be cautioned to prepare for 
power outages and to elim- 
inate anything around their 
houses that could spark or 
be a source of ignition. These 
strong winds could potentially 
bring down tree branches or 
even whole trees. 

Operators of vessels 
in rivers in affected areas 
should remain alert for tor- 
nadoes that can occur during 
thunderstorms. 

People should stop 
everything and stay indoors 
when a storm wind hits. 

As the weather transi- 
tions from winter to summer, 
the day-time temperature will 
Spiral upwards, and we can 
expect more severe weather 
patterns rather than normal 
conditions as the world warms up due to climate change. Disas- 
ters are predicted to happen regularly and can impact all people 
without discrimination, and the public is still obligated to respond 
to disasters. The people who are paying the heaviest price when 
it comes to weather events are becoming more extreme, unpre- 
dictable, and erratic. 

To reduce losses, disaster preparedness must begin at the 
grassroots level, but ministries and regional authorities must 
take a leading role in the drive.

HE Five precepts pre- 
scribe for every Buddhist 
consist of: 

(1) abstaining from killing, 

(2) abstaining from taking what 
is not given 

(3) abstaining from sexual mis- 
conducts, 

(4) abstaining from telling lies, 

(5) abstaining from taking or 
using intoxicants: 

According to the Buddha, 
there are two virtues that pro- 
vide us with the best protection 
-- if we earnestly practice them. 
They are: — 

(1) Hiri = Shame at doing evil 

(Moral Shame) 

(2) Ottappa = Fear of the results 
of doing evil 

(Moral Dread) 

If everybody realizes and 
respects the principles of “Hiri” 
(Shame at doing evil) and “Ottap- 
pa” (Fear of the results of doing 
evil) are equal to the two virtues 
that protect the world. In anoth- 
er way, the human society will 
be peace and calm on account 


of realizing and respecting the 
principles of “Hiri” and” Ottap- 
pa”. There has no character of 
terrorism and anarchism in this 
society. I think that “Hiri” and 
“Ottappa” are the essential ethic 
in the world. 

In everyone would like to do 
evil, he will be punished by law 
and order because our society 
doesn’t want to accept terrorism 
and anarchism. 

As proof, I think that evil is 
like faeces, and “Ahirica” (ack 
of moral shame) is like the pig. 
Every pig would like best to eat 
faeces. 

Likewise, “Ottappa” (Lack of 
dread) is like the moths, and they 
don’t afraid of the flames. Every- 
one without “Hiri” and “Ottappa” 
never don’t fear to do evils. “Hiri” 
is moral shame or conscience. 
It arises out of understanding 
what is right or wrong, good or 
bad, and developed through a 
constant application of moral 
vigilance. 

A person who practices 


“Hiri” does not do anything rash- 
ly or without proper forethought 
but will always exercise precau- 
tion in all actions. Before doing 
anything, he wisely asks himself, 
“Ts it right or wrong?” “Is it good 
or bad?”. If he finds it to be wrong 
or bad, he will not do it, no matter 
what the temptation. However, if 
he realizes after an unprejudiced 
consideration that what he in- 
tends to do is right and good, he 
will make an effort to finish the 
task and not give it up. 

“Hiri” can be compared to 
the aversive feeling a person who 
loves cleanliness may experience 
when he sees something loath- 
some of disgusting. He may not, 
for instance, put his hand into a 
trash bag full of stinking garbage 
if he can avoid it. When he comes 
across a puddle of mud and dirt, 
he will step aside to avoid getting 
himself and his clothes smudged. 

Likewise, an individual who 
practices “Hiri” feels disgusted 
with all bad actions, physical, 
verbal and mental and would 


endeavour to avoid them as far 
as possible. He does not do such 
things as stamping his feet be- 
fore his parents taking impolitely 
back at them, of having an un- 
kind and disrespectful thought 
towards them, for he knows that 
such doing is bad and unbecom- 
ing of a good Buddhist and would 
make their parents very unhappy 
indeed. 

“Ottappa” is moral dread or 
fear to do something wrong or 
moral. It is the result of a firm 
belief in the doctrine of “Karma”, 
which states that willful action 
being about an appropriate con- 
sequence, sooner or later. 

An individual who has “Ot- 
tappa” is afraid of evil deeds be- 
cause he knows that they will 
bring evil results and unhappi- 
ness to himself and others. He 
will not, on the other hand, hesi- 
tate to do the right things, firmly 
believing that the consequences 
thereof will be pleasant and bene- 
ficial. Unfortunately, people tend 
to do just the opposite of what 


they should they are brave to do 
evil but afraid to do good. 

“Ottappa” can be compared 
to fear of a poisonous snake. Just 
as an individual avoids the snake- 
bite, knowing that such is fatal, 
even so, an Ottappa person tries 
to prevent evil because he knows 
that its consequences are painful. 
He does not do wrong things even 
when he is sure that he will not 
be caught, for he understands 
that the law of “karma” operates 
at all time and all places. Thus, 
he is also encouraged to do good 
even if no one else notices it or 
acknowledge his good deeds. 

Therefore, the “Dhamma- 
pada” said that the evil-doer, he 
suffers here, and hereafter, he 
suffers in both the worlds. The 
thought, “Evil have I done, “tor- 
ments him, and he suffers even 
more when gone to realms of 
woe”. 

“But the doer of good de- 
lights here and hereafter, he 
delights in both the worlds. The 
thought, “Good have I done,” de- 




















light him, and he delights even 

more when gone to realms of 

bliss”. 

I believe that “character 
is permanent power”, so the 
famous philosopher who was 
named” Aristotle” said that 
“when health is lost, something 
is lost. When wealth is lost, noth- 
ing is lost. When character is lost, 
everything is lost.” 

In conclusion, for my part, 
if the people practise these two 
virtues (Hiri and Ottappa) the 
world will indeed be well pro- 
tected, and there would be less 
need for law. No evil deeds will be 
committed even in secrecy. The 
world will thus be a very happy 
place for us all. 
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WHO experts say countries should keep using AstraZeneca jab 


ORLD Health Organ- 
ization experts on 
Wednesday recom- 


mended countries continue to 
use the AstraZeneca vaccine, 
but said they were looking into 
the jab's safety after a slew of 
countries suspended its use 
over health fears. 

The WHO, Europe's medi- 
cines regulator and AstraZene- 
ca itself have repeatedly said 
the vaccine was Safe after sev- 
eral countries reported feared 
links with blood clots or brain 
haemorrhages. 

The suspensions have 
marred the global vaccine 
drive aimed at ending a year- 
long pandemic that has already 
killed more than 2.6 million peo- 
ple around the world since it 
first emerged in China in late 
2019. 

But the WHO's vaccine ex- 
perts said Wednesday it was still 
better to take the AstraZeneca 
vaccine than not—adding that it 
was looking into available data 
on the jab. 

"The WHO Global Advisory 


Committee on Vaccine Safety is 
carefully assessing the latest 
available safety data," the UN 
health agency said in a state- 
ment. 

"At this time, WHO con- 
siders that the benefits of the 
AstraZeneca vaccine outweigh 
its risks and recommends that 
vaccinations continue." 

The recommendation ech- 
oed a similar statement from 
the European Medicines Agen- 
cy on Tuesday advising coun- 
tries to continue using the vac- 
cine, saying there was no link 
with clots. 

Several countries from 
France to Venezuela to Indone- 
Sia Said they would not use the 
vaccine after several reports 
emerged of blood clots and 
brain haemorrhages in people 
who had received the vaccine. 

The British-Swedish jab 
has been dogged by controversy 
from early on in its rollout, after 
some countries initially recom- 
mended it for people over the 
age of 65 and then backpedalled, 
Saying there was insufficient

from other vendors. 

Ursula von der Leyen sin- 
gled out Britain, which she ac- 
cuses of operating a de facto 
export ban to achieve its own 
vaccine success at home, which 
London furiously denies. 

She said the EU was "still 
waiting" for its AstraZeneca or- 
ders to come out of production 
sites in Britain, despite the fact 
that 10 million doses from other 
manufacturers had entered the 
United Kingdom from the EU. 

"This is an invitation to 
show us that there are also 
doses from the UK coming to 
the European Union, so that we 
have reciprocity," she said. The 
warning came as the EU chief 
also unveiled plans for a digital 
certificate that could allow peo- 
ple who have been vaccinated 
to travel freely withing the bloc. 

The pass could also apply 
to people with a recent negative 
test, or who have been previous- 
ly infected and therefore are 
presumed to have antibodies, 
she said, calling the pandemic 
"the crisis of the century".

Tomato growers enjoy price hike 
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The growers from aera toundiios are . annually euiavaane ee tomatoes in sa Senietiben The nursery 
plants are transplanted to the ground after 15 days, and the fruits could be yielded after three months. 


THE villagers from Pwintbyu 
township in the Magway re- 
gion cultivate the vegetables 
and crops on a commercial 
scale using the Mone creek 
water and underground wa- 
ter. Tomato is the leading 
commercial crops for their 
villages. 

“Earlier, the tomato was 
sold for K300 per viss. Now, 
it is selling for K500 per viss. 
Thus, people are being de- 
lighted with their tomato culti- 
vation,” said the growers form 
Dedaye village in Pwintbyu 
township. 

Pwintbyu township is in 
fair weather condition. So, 
people in the township are 
engaged in agriculture busi- 


nesses and growing seasonal 
corps. The local people from 
Pwintbyu township are grow- 
ing the perennials as well as 
a variety of vegetable crops 
on a commercial scale using 
Mone creek water and under- 
ground water. This year, the 
local farmers have to struggle 
because the tomatoes are sold 
at K300 per viss in the abun- 
dantly yielding season. The 
tomato price has risen, and it 
is fetching K500 per viss, said 
Ko Han Zaw Thet, a tomato 
grower from Dedaye village, 
Pwintbyu Township. 

“The villagers in our 
township are cultivating the 
seasonal crops. They are 
growing paddy, sesame, pea- 


nuts, corn, green peas, Lima 
bean, mango, jackfruit, Thana- 
ka, drumstick and Sterculia 
Versicolor Wall. This year, 
the tomato yield is abundant, 
and the growers are making 
a good profit. 

The growers from Pwint- 
byu township are annually cul- 
tivating the tomatoes in Sep- 
tember. The nursery plants 
are transplanted to the ground 
after 15 days, and the fruits 
could be yielded after three 
months. The fruits could be 
harvested for up to 6 months. 
Tomato cultivation can gener- 
ate an income of K1.5 million 
per 1,000 trees, and the cul- 
tivation costs K100,000. —Ye 
Win Naing (IPRD)/GNLM 


Betel leaf cultivation earns 
erowers regular income in 


Ngaphe 


THE growers from Hson Gon 
village in Ngaphe township in 
the Magway region are growing 
the betel leaves on a managea- 
ble scale in their farmlands and 
earning regular family income. 
The local villagers are being en- 
gaged mainly in the agriculture 
business. 

When we cultivate the be- 
tel leaves, we have to dig two 
feet to add the irrigation water. 
The soil has been prepared for 
planting with the same volume 
of sand, compost and cow dung. 
Afterwards, the seeds have to 
be planted one foot apart. After 
two months, the plants need to 
be cleaned and sprayed with 
foliar fertilizer. 

Currently, the plants are 
two years old. There are more 
than 850 plants of betel leaves 
in the Hson Gon village. The 
farmland owners are hiring 


two persons daily to pick up 
ten visses of betel leaves. The 
wages are K600 per viss of the 
betel leaves. 

The betel leaves are priced 
at K3,000 per viss for small 
leaves and K6,000 per viss for 
big leaves in the Padan and 
Letpandaga villages’ wholesale 
market. There are 450 betel 
leaves in one viss. Some of the 
betel vendors bought big leaves 
and cut them in the middle. 

“Consequently, the betel 
leaf growers earn a daily family 
income of an average of K20,000 
to K30,000. So, those interested 
in cultivation should grow the 
betel leaves in their farmlands. 
At present, there are five be- 
tel leaf growers in our village,” 
said U Maung Maung Myint, a 
betel leaves grower from Hson 
Gon village. — Ma Yu (Ngaphe)/ 
GNLM

Bulgaria busts cash forging operation at university 


BULGARIAN authorities bust- 
ed a university printworks in 
capital Sofia that was making 
fake euro and dollar bills worth 
millions, police and prosecutors 
announced Tuesday. 

Fake banknotes worth a 
total of 3.6 million euros ($4.3 
million) and $4.0 million in dollar 
bills were seized in the opera- 
tion conducted in cooperation 
with the US Secret service, the 
chief of Bulgaria’s anti-organ- 
ised crime directorate Lyubomir 
Yanev told reporters. 

A 49-year-old man -- an em- 
ployee of the printworks -- and 
a 54-year-old woman were de- 


tained, he said. The pair had no 
previous convictions. 

The two were most probably 
part of a larger scheme that saw 
the counterfeit money smuggled 
to Ukraine and Europe, Yanev 
added. “There is no evidence 
that the university authorities 
knew about this activity,” Sofia 
police chief Georgy Hadzhiev 
said, with officials declining to 
give the name of the institution. 

The money was made after 
working hours and on weekends, 
Yanev explained, adding that in- 
itial assessments pointed to it 
being of “relatively good” quali-

utive Vitaly Lychits bemoans 
a shortage of cheap foreign 
workers during the corona- 
virus pandemic as he walks 
across frost-covered ground 
at a building site in southwest 
Moscow.

the ministry added. 

The automotive aftermar- 
ket refers to deals and services 
related to sold automobiles. 
Citing China Automobile Deal- 
ers Association, MOFCOM 
said that over 14.34 million 
used vehicles were traded 
last year in China, down by 
3.9 per cnet from a year ago. 
The decrease narrowed 15.7 
per cnet compared with that in 
the first half of the same year. 
Total transaction volume stood 
at 888.8 billion yuan, shrinking 
5.0 per cnet year on year. 

MOFCOM estimated that 
the country had recycled and 
dismantled nearly 2.4 million 
scrapped vehicles last year, 
up 4.5 per cnet year on year, 


including 2.06 million automo- 
biles and 332,000 motorcycles. 
According to the All-Chi- 
na Federation of Industry and 
Commerce, the value of the 
Chinese car tuning market hit 
65.2 billion yuan last year, up 
7.1 per cnet from a year ago. 
The country is Seeing increas- 
ing demand from customers to 
modify their vehicles. Statis- 
tics released by the Ministry 
of Transport indicated that as 
of the end of 2020, China had 
issued business permits to 
214 online car-hailing firms, 
as well as 2.89 million licenses 
to car-hailing drivers. A total 
of 2.1 billion car-hailing orders 
were placed in the fourth quar- 
ter last year, according to a 
national monitoring platform 
for the industry. — Xinhua & 


Higher gasoline prices fuel Canada inflation | 


CANADIAN inflation rose 1.1 
per cnet in February from a 
year earlier as gasoline prices 
increased for a third straight 
month, the government said 
Wednesday. 

The hike in gasoline prices 
came amid a gradual recovery 
in global demand, as well as 
crude oil supply cuts in ma- 
jor oil-producing countries 
and shutdowns in the south- 
ern United States due to bad 
weather. 

On a monthly basis the 
consumer price index rose 0.1 
per cnet in February.

Canada, low interest rates and 
strong demand for homes with 
more space continued to push 
prices higher for new hous- 
ing, marking the largest yearly 
gain since February 2007. 

The costs of food, passen- 
ger vehicles and household 
appliances such as stoves and 
refrigerators were also up. 

Costs of hotel accommo- 
dations, meanwhile, remained 
low as public health authori- 
ties maintained restrictions on 
non-essential travel to slow the 
spread of Covid-19.

Trump -- although it still did not 
mention the 78-year-old Demo- 
crat by name. 

The US envoys will meet 
on Thursday with President 
Moon Jae-in, who brokered the 
talks process between Kim and 
Trump in 2018. —AFP 


New era beckons for Cuba, without 


CUBA will emerge from the April 
congress of its all-powerful Com- 
munist Party without a Castro 
at the helm for the first time in 
over 60 years. 

And while the country is un- 
likely to abandon its military, so- 
cialist approach to government 
any time soon, observers expect 
some nods, albeit meek ones, 
to economic modernization and 
social liberalization in future. 

The country’s de-facto lead- 
er, Raul Castro, 89, is handing 
over the reins after 13 years in 
the seat he inherited from his 
revolutionary leader brother F'- 
del, who was in charge for almost 
50 years before that. 

In Cuba’s one-party system, 
the Castros have consecutively 
held the top position in the Com- 
munist Party and the country 
-- that of first secretary -- since 
1959. 

The first secretary is more 
powerful than the president -- a 
position both Castros also held. 

Then in 2018, Raul Castro 
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Fidel Castro is still widely hailed as Cuba's revolutionary father and 


savior. PHOTO: AFP 


ceded the Cuban presidency to 
Miguel Diaz-Canel, a major shift 
for the country that still largely 
sees Fidel Castro as its revolu- 
tionary father and savior. 

In a shuffle of the top brass 
that has long been sewn up, Di- 
az-Canel will become the first 
non-Castro elected first secre- 
tary at the party’s five-yearly 
congress to be held in Havana 
from April 16 to 19. 


This will see Castro officially 
enter retirement and voluntari- 
ly give up any claim to political 
power.

“The word I was given was 
that those conversations were 
not productive, but they are 
glad they have at least started 
a conversation.”

PAPUA New Guinea’s health 
minister on Wednesday told AFP 
the country’s record wave of coro- 
navirus infections will “spike” 
further in coming weeks, calling 
on drug-maker AstraZeneca to 
urgently deliver one million vac- 
cine doses to staunch the looming 
Crisis. 

Jelta Wong warned his un- 
der-resourced nation was already 
“running at full throttle” to pre- 
vent a wave of coronavirus cases 
from running out of control, say- 
ing new lockdowns and overseas 
help were urgently needed. 

“Tn the next couple of weeks, 








there is going to be a spike in the 
cases,” he said, amid rising fears 
of an impending health disaster 
in the impoverished South Pacific 
nation of nine million. 

Papua New Guinea rapidly 
shut its international borders at 
the beginning of the pandemic, 
limiting infections to just a few 
hundred and dodging the worst 
ravages of the global crisis. 

But more than 1,000 new 
cases have been uncovered this 
month alone, and with testing 
rates still low, there are fears the 
real total is much higher. 

“The community transmis- 





sion is out there, and I’m pretty 
sure that we haven't detected a lot 
of it,” Wong admitted. “But we’re 
running at full capacity just to en- 
sure that we do get to all places.” 

With hospitals reporting a 
surge in patients and emergen- 
cy Staff falling sick, Australia on 
Wednesday said it was rushing 
8,000 doses to its northern neigh- 
bour to inoculate frontline work- 
ers. In Canberra, Prime Minister 
Scott Morrison also called for As- 
traZeneca to divert one million 
Australian-bought doses to Papua 
New Guinea as soon as possible.

Belarus has convicted more than 400 in protest crackdown 


MORE than 400 people have so 
far been convicted in a sweeping 
crackdown in Belarus following 
mass protests against President 
Alexander Lukashenko’s regime 
last year, prosecutors said on 
Wednesday. 

The ex-Soviet country was 
gripped by months of demonstra- 


tions after Lukashenko claimed 
re-election in an August vote that 
the opposition and Western dip- 
lomats said was rigged. 

As the demonstrations sub- 
sided, activists, protesters and 
journalists were prosecuted and 
the court system has since be- 
come a conveyor belt of guilty 


verdicts. 

“To date, prosecutors have 
sent 468 criminal cases to courts 
against 631 people in connection 
with participation in illegal mass 
events and protests that grossly 
violate public order,” the Prose- 
cutor General’s office said in a 
statement. —AFP @

Japan’s failure to recognize 
same-sex marriage 
unconstitutional: court 


JAPAN’S failure to recognize 
same-sex marriage is unconsti- 
tutional, a court ruled Wednes- 
day, in a landmark first verdict 
on the issue that was welcomed 
with joy by campaigners. 
More than a dozen same- 
sex couples filed lawsuits in 
district courts across Japan 
in 2019 seeking recognition of 
gay marriage. Japan is the only 
Group of Seven nation that still 
does not recognize the unions. 
In the first ruling on the 
lawsuits, a court in northern 
Japan’s Sapporo rejected a re- 
quest for damages of one mil- 
lion yen ($9,000) per person for 
plaintiffs who argued they were 
being denied the same legal 
rights as heterosexual couples. 
But the verdict rules that 
the failure to provide ways for 
same-sex couples to “enjoy 
even a part of the legal effects 
that arise from marriage... vi- 
olates article 14” of the con- 
stitution, which says that “all 
of the people are equal under 
the law”. 
“T couldn’t hold back my 
tears. The court sincerely gave 
its thorough attention to our 


problem and I think it issued 
truly a good decision,” a male 
plaintiff told reporters outside 
the courthouse. 

The verdict said however 
that it would not uphold the 
damages demand as lawmak- 
ers may have struggled to leg- 
islate on the issue. 

Still, lawyers for the plain- 
tiffs, surrounded by rainbow 
flags, held up a sign outside 
the court declaring the ruling 
“a huge step towards equality 
in marriage”. 

Opposition lawmaker 
Kanako Otsuji, one of the few 
Japanese politicians who is 
openly LGBT, said in a tweet 
that she was “truly, truly hap- 
py” about the verdict. 

“With this ruling, I urge 
the Diet, as the legislative 
branch of the government, to 
deliberate a proposed amend- 
ment to the civil code to make 
same-sex marriage possible,” 
she wrote.

“staged in front of empty stands”.

The Premier League lead- 
ers sealed a 4-0 aggregate win 
against Borussia Moencheng- 
ladbach in Budapest on Tues- 
day after a 2-0 victory in the 
second leg, courtesy of goals 
from Kevin De Bruyne and II- 
kay Gundogan. 

The Champions League is 
the one major prize that has 
eluded Guardiola since he ar- 
rived at the Etihad in 2016. 

“Since the first year I ar-

twice as Barcelona manager. “It 
is always on our shoulders but 
I’m not concerned about that.

PARIS — Zlatan Ibrahimovic looks set to face 
Manchester United in AC Milan’s Europa League 
showdown with the English giants on Thursday

The Swede should be in good spirits after an- 
nouncing his return to international football after 
nearly five years away on Tuesday, and appears 
to be winning the race to face his old club in the 
second leg of their last-16 clash at the San Siro.

Italian media reported on Tuesday that the veteran 
forward trained with the rest of the Milan squad and 
should be available for the first time since he left his 
side’s 2-1 win at Roma with a thigh injury at the end 
of last month. Since then he has made headlines on 
a different kind of stage, co-hosting the Sanremo 
music festival which is possibly Italy’s biggest pop 
cultural event. With 14 goals in 14 league games, 
the 39-year-old was a major reason behind Milan 
occupying top spot in Serie A for large periods of 
this season and his return to Old Trafford for the 
first leg had been highly anticipated before he picked 
up his injury. —AFP &
